The Great God Brown- Coronet -10/6. 3 pros-Times, 
Post, World Telegram & Sun- and 4 con- Herald Tribune , 
News, Mirror, Journal American- filed on Phoenix Theatre 
limited six week presentation of the 1926 Eugene O'Neill 
drama, staged by Stuart Vaughan with Fritz Weaver, Robert 
Lansing,Nan Martin, Gerry Jedd. All agreed that product- 
ion with set and costumes by Will Steven Armstrong was out- 
standing , and that both direction and acting was splendid. But 
difference of opinion was on the O'Neill play itself, whether 
it was O'Neill at his best and/or whether it was comprehen- 
sible theatre. Third act particularly was confusing to all of 
the critics, pro or con. Atkinson, Times, felt the brilliant 
production was the Phoenix Theatre's finest, superbly staged, 
admirably acted. Except for the ambiguous third act and a 
wish that the actors would talk a little louder, Times critic 
approved of 1926 avant garde play, still modern today, Watts, 
Post, praised the important work of art with its striking per- 
formances. Aston, WTS, cheered the harrowing, engrossing , 
rewarding presentation with its breathtaking performers . 
Con side headed by Kerr, Herald Tribune, who blamed the 
author for having been exhausted before he ever began writ- 
ing his script, thus the play has neither people nor poetry 
swelling beneath the masks. The words seem less impress- 
ive than David Amram's incidental music, he added. Chap- 
man. News, agreed on the production merits but found total 
self-pity not stirring. He also reported final moments were 
unintentionally funny. Coleman, Mirror, recalled that at the 
time of writing play author was little interested in clarity, 
and that he,the critic, was too worn by play's end to find the 
message. McClain, Journal American, challenged anybody 
to dig out the well-expressed theatrical idea hidden in the 
script. To him it was a mess of dried shaving cream inspite 
of its fine production. 


The Gang's All Here- Ambassador 10/1. 4 pro- Times, 
Herald Tribune, Post, World Telegram & Sun- and 3 con -News, 
Mirror, Journal American- filed on new drama by Jerome Law- 
rence -Robert E Lee, presented by Kermit Bloombarden, staged 
by George Roy Hill with Melvyn Douglas, E G Marshall, Bert 
Wheeler. Affirmative aisle-sitters approved of well acted and 
staged drama about the Harding regime, while negative aisle- 
sitters thought play and characters shallow and dull. Atkinson, 
Times, enjoyed the provocative and absorbing theatrical exper - 
ience with excellent performances and illuminating direction . 
Kerr, Herald Tribune, okayed the trim, generally taut , often 
tub-thumping morality play with its 14 caret company and brisk, 
firm direction. Watts, Post, applauded vigwrous and interest 
chronicle, brilliantly played, though not particularly moving. 
Aston, WTS, filed rave notice for play with the grit and polish 
of a masterpiece, scatching direction and Douglas as one of the 
great actors of the generation. _Dissenter Chapman, News, felt 
characters written and played on the surface only in a play that 
tells how things happened, not why. Coleman, Mirror, feared the 
play was simply about a dull fellow. McClain, Journal American, 
also thought script was about an unexciting and unappealing man, 
though well cast and presented.

Crist, Herald Tribune, rated it an en- 
grossing and moving drama with outstanding performances Lg 
Cimino , Joel Taomas and Rochelle Oliver, though she did find 
end weak. McHarry, News, cheered it as one of the finest cur- 
rent productions and performances, a play of warmth and in- 
spiration. Watts, Post, also okayed it as warm and engaging 
play with the title role believably, simply and poignantly played. 
O'Conner, Journal American, admitted script is not really a 
play but as a piece of prose depicting human life it is enacted 
with skill and holds your attention throughout. Negative voter 
Aston, WTS, felt none of it was genuine, thrilling or personal, 
and certainly not much of a play.

I pro- Herald Tribune- and 5 con- Times, Mirror, 
Post, Journal American, World Telegram & Sun- filed on 
new play by Franz Spencer presented by Carroll and Harris 
Masterson, staged by Irl Mowery with Peter Pagan, Robert 
Carroll, Single pro appraisal from Kerr, Herald Tribune, 
was in mild tone. Author has a very neat,impertinent and 
glossy way and is amiably supported with several nicely pol- 
ished performances , though satire dies at end and turns into 
meaningless farce. Some of the con voters found a few funny 
ideas in the play about a suicide mill, but generally though the 
overall result was bad. Calta, Times, noted some funny writ- 
ing a few wonderfully funny performances by Pagan and Car- 
roll, but feared play never came to any point and has quite a 
few necessary pieces missing. Coleman, Mirror, panned 
entire proceedings, play, players and the lack of any air-cool- 
ing equipment. McClain, Journal American, thought it became 
a dreary roundelay after the amusing premise was established. 
Herridge, Post, blamed lack of imagination on cast and producers 
for dull presentation of a second-rate Ionesco type script. Krish- 
er, World Telegram & Sun, suggested characters showed little 
development after the second scene and thought the author show- 
ed little promise .

PROS & CONS BY TMK 


The Gang's All Here is an extremely well-acted political 
documentary in which the hero is the audience and/or voting 
public. With a stageful of pleasant political leaches presented in 
this fictionalized account of the Harding adminstration, the theatre 
fan could not possibly find any sympathy or excuse for any of the 
historical actions presented. It is a tribute to the acting and dir- 
ection that the interest is held throughout though everyone knows 
the final outcome. As a documentary for every voting theatre fan 
it is an important production to see and consider. 


Orpheus Descending is given an exciting revival by a group 
of inspired players at the tiny Gramercy Arts Theatre. Williams' 
violent play seems stronger and better knit on the compact stage 
than it did on the huge Martin Beck stage. Ann Hamilton heads a 
brilliant cast of Off Broadway players who give just the proper 
amount of mad intensity to the proceedings, there is honestly not 
a weak cast member in the entire company, large as it is.

The Villa of Madame Vidac is a sometimes fascinating 
avant garde play that most certainly must have lost plenty in 
its translation. The basic premise of a suicide resort is in- 
genious and many of the unusual thoughts expressed by the char- 
acters are bright and fresh. But a majority of the lines and 
much of the acting is cliche and dull. To make matters worse, 
when they could have been better, not all of the cast seems to 
agree on exactly what kind of a play they are presenting. 


* * 


Vincent is a shallow play whose script brings little 
new to the familiar subject of Van Gogh, whose life and 
loves seem to be sufficiently detailed in recent novels and 
films. The acting varies from overbearing to timid. While 
the title character jumps and prances about the tiny stage, 
he seems scared stiff that he might damage one of the 
handsome reproductions spread lavishly about the set. Sev- 
eral other cast members merely read their lines quietly, 
but also steer clear of getting the reproductions dirty. 
Given a subject that the audience is fully informed upon, the 
playwright must present something new to hold attention. 


* * 


Three hefty cheers for Phoenix management for not 
allowing rude latecomers to The Great God Brown to be 
seated until the conclusion of Act I. Now if they can only 
discover a procedure that would keep rude early-goers (who 
are probably the same souls who instinctively come late) in 
their seats to the final curtain call, the Phoenix will have 
done more for the complete enjoyment of their plays by their 
faithful subscribers than any amount of new grants could.

Off Broadway opening dates have become a farce. In 
an effort to lure first string critics producers have switched 
and juggled dates to such confusion that their display ads and 
publicity releases almost never agree on the debut date. On 
two different nights this week two productions each are open- 
ing. With a full week of Broadway also set it means that the 
first string critics ,even with the best intentions, could not 
cover all the presentations. Even if he wanted to catch the 
show latter, it will be several weeks before a free night is 
available. If the luring of first string reviewers is a prime 
necessity in Off Broadway production, and there is no quest- 
ion that it is, then a sane and sensible method of spacing 
Off Broadway openings must be agreed upon quickly.
